liberations upon a verdict: 

"Gentlemen of the Juav: You are sworn in 
all ca9cs to decide according to the evidence; at 
the same time, if you have any doubt, you are 
bound to give the prisoner the benefit of it. Sup 
pose you have to pronounce on the guilt or inno- 
cence of a gentleman accused of felony. You 
will naturally doubt whether any gentleman 
would commit such offenses— accordingly, how 
ever strong may be the testimony against him, 
you will perhaps acquit him. The evidence of 
your own senses is, at least, as credible as that 
of the witnesses; if, therefore, your eyesight 
convince you that the prisoner is a well-dressed 
person you have a right to presume his respecta 
bility; and it is for you to say whether a respec- 
table person would be likely to be guilty of the 
crimes imputed to him. 

" In like manner, when you see a shabby look- 
ing fellow in the dock, charged, for example, 
with sheep stealing, the decision rests with you, 
first, whether or not that individual is a raga- 
muffin, and socondly, how far it is probable that 
a man of that description would steal sheep. Of 
course, as has been hefcre said, you will always 
bo guided by the evidence; but then, whether 
the evidence is trustworthy or not, is a matter 
tor your private consideration. You may believe 
it if you choose, or you may disbelieve it; and 
whether, gentlemen of the jury, you will believe 
it or disbelieve will depeud on the constitution of 
your minds. If your minds are so constituted 
that you wish to find the prisoner guilty, perhaps 
you will believe it; if they happen to be so con- 
stituted that you desire to find him not guilty, 
why, then, very likely you will disbelieve it. 
You are to free your minds from all passion and 
I prejudice if you can, and in that case your judg- 
, ment will be unbiased; but if you cannot, you 
' will return a verdict accordingly. It is not, 
strictly speaking, lor vou to consider what will 
be the' effects of your verdict; but if such a con- 
! sideration should" occur to vou, aud you 
help attending to it. that verdict will be i 
ed by it to a certain extent. 

'•You are probably aware that when you retire 
you will be locked up until you contrive to agree 
You may arrive at unanimity by fair discussion, 
or by some of you starving out the others, or by 
tossiug up, and your conclusion, by whichever of 
these processes arrived at, will be moreor leaf in 
accordance with your oaths. Your verdict may 
be right; it is to be hoped it will: it may be 
wrong; it is to be hoped it will not. At all 
events, gentlemen of the jury, you will come to 
some conclusion or other; unless it should so 
happen that you separate without coming to any." 

The above is a good take off upon our judicial 
charges. It is perhaps as well for jurymen gen- 
erally to be their own judges upon the evidence 
rendered. — Life Illustrated.

The object of Agricultural Societies is to stim 
ulate and increase production, and to promote the 
sale and dissemination of the products, whether 
regetadle, animal, or cereal 



ay concurs that their object is most 
ly accomplished. Their influence is 
most extensive and most salutary almost without 
qualification. 

While the Societies thus create au immense 
business for Railroads, it is the obvious duty as 
well as the in terest of Railroads to co operate 
with, and to help to promote them. 

The Society is but a contribution by the far 
mer, chiefly of his time and money, for the 
general welfare, in which the merchant and the 
railroad participate. It is the duty therefore of 
the railroad to aid in promoting this general wel- 
fare. 

It has been supposed that it is the polit y of the 
railroad to neglect this duty, and leave the labor 
and expense of getting up Agricultural Fairs to 
be borne by the farmer* themselves. But this is 
a mistaken view, and a short sighted policy, for 
there is no limit to the success of the farmers in 
production and the Fair will be great, just in 
propoprtion to the means which ate used to ag 
irrandixe it. 

If the railroad ran make $. r >00, out of a Fair 
which is gotten up and sustained by the farmers 
alone, the railroad might also make fire thous- 
and dollars by a liberal co-operation with the 
farmers. 

The poverty of the railroad constitutes no 
good reason for a contrary course, for the 
more needy it is the more enterprising it 
should be S the development of all its retour- 

ces. 

If our Kentucky railroads have not taken this 
view of this subject, and have not acted upon it, 
we are persuaded it is for the want only of more 
careful investigation, and more ample experi- 
ence in the matter. For the purpose of inviting 
their more careful investigation, and their more 
liberal and wiser policv, we make the following 
extract from a recent circular of the Correspond 
ing Secretary of the Illinois State Agricultural 
Society, so that they may see what is the action 
on this subject of those more enterprising, and 
ruore experienced railroads in that State 

Nor are the railroads in Illinois singular in this 
laipeot. The Evansville Indiana railroad, car- 
ried passengers to and from the Kentucky State 
fair last fall at hall fare, and published and dis 
uibuted at the expense of the railroad, a poster 
bill announcing the Fair, tic. 

This was much more than any railroad in Ken 
tucky did in behalf of the State Fairs of Ken 
lucky, which indeed was somewhat remote from 

This liberal course has been the settled policy 
of Tsirroads in Ohio, New York, and other

adopted by the'ra'ilrosdi in Kentucky, the better 
for them. 

We hare seen a pack of complimentary cards 
by which the Corresponding Secretary of the 
Ohio State Agricultural Society could travel 
free over almost all of the principal railroads 
of the United States. We were ashamed to 
see that be had no card from a Kentucky rail 
road 

It affords us pleasure to say that the Lcxing 
ton and Louisville railroad has taken the lead in 
Kentucky in a more liberal and wiser policy on 
this subject: 

"The Railroad Companies have given good 
evidence of their interest in the Fair, by a liberal 
subscription in money, aud the free transport a 
tionof lumber and all other materials necessary 
in fitting up the grounds for the Fair. The Illi 
nois Central Company have also engaged to fur 
insh any number of cars that may be required 
f or sleeping accommodations. They will have 
on the ground for that purpose two miles and a 
half of cars on the side track. They will give, 
for the same purpose, the upper stories ol their 
extensive machine factories, together with the 
station houses at Odin and Tonti. 

"With unexampled liberality for the conven 
ience of guests, the Illinois Central will run free 
trains, night and morning, during the Fair from 
the Fair grounds to Jonesboro. and from the 
Fair grounds to Decatur, one hundred miles in 
each direction, that the towns on the line may 
have an opportunity to contribute their aid in ac

An III Wind that Blows no Goon — As the 
Mississippi river recedes the overflowed lands 
show heavy accretions of soil, of irregular thick- 
ness, according to position, the thickest being 
made in eddies, or where the water has been 
stagnant. To many planters this will be a rich 
compensation for the loss of crops by the over- 
flow. In several cases there are large additions 
to the cultivatnble soil by the fiiliug up of the 
swamp lands. In one case the retiring of the 
waters has assured to one planter a rise of three 
to five feet from this alluvial sediment, upon his 
back lands, adding liftewi hundred acres of the 
best soil to his plantation. Two, three, and five 
hundred acres are mentioned ns common score - 
tions srom this source.

He was op- 
posed by the British Consul at G renown, and 
the British naval officers who propose annexing 
it to the Mosquito possessions. This, if carried 
out, will lead to further complications between 
England and the I'nited States.

Baltimore, Sep., 13. 
The anniversary of the battle of North Point, 
which occurred yesterday, was celebrated to day 
by a general holiday. The principal feature of 
the day was the removal of the remains of Wells 
and McComas, who lost their lives during the 
battle at North Point, to the spot selected in tht: 
city, where a monument is to be erected. A 
large procession, embracing the military and 
civil authorities, escorted the remains. Salutes 
were fired, the stores were closed along the 
route, and flags were displayed sppropriatelv 
draped with crape.

A Fearful Runaway at the Connersville 
Fair.— On Wednesday night, about hall* past 
nine, while the crowd was returning from the 
exhibition of fire works at the County Fair, at 
Connersville, a frightened horse created one of 
the most fearful panics we ever witnessed. It 
was very dark, so dark, that it was impossible to 
see any object more thau a few yards away. The 
street was crowded with carriages aud the side- 
walks filled with a most compact procession of 
pedestrians. There must have been fully a 
thousand people along the walk, and they were 
jammed so closely together that it was impossible 
to move fast, or to get clear of the crowd, with- 
out going into the street, or climbing an adjacent 
fence In this state of affairs a horse attached 
to a "sulky" got scared, it is said, by a collision 
with an omnibus in the dark, and ran away. 
Trying in his fright to avoid the carnages in the 
street, he dashed into the crowd udoo the side- 
walk, and, with the sulky whirling and leaping 
far up from the ground at every jump, for more 
than a hundred yards, right through that dense 
mass of men and women. We heard the scream 
ing when the horse first struck the walk in the 
rear of our position in the crowd, and thought it 
only the usual fuss of a holiday; but the scream 
ing came nearer, and grew more fearful each 
moment, till we heard the crashing of the horse 
against the tree boxes and the rushing of the 
people to either hand, mixed with the shrieks, 
right behind us, when, understanding the alarm, 
and thinking there might be some danger, we 
sprang to a fence, and just reached it as the horse 
dashed by, throwing down several persons who 
had been walking immediately in front of us. 

For a moment there was a confusion of dust, of 
figures in white dresses whiiling about as if in a 
tornado, of men scuffling about on the grouud, 
and the whole enveloped in a tempest of scream- 
ing that made any inquiry as to the extent of the 
injury done impossible. A little boy lay on the 
walk close by us, whom wc took up, and found 
motionless and senseless. We thought him dead. 
His face was covered with blood and dust. His 
father, or some one who thought it was his child, 
took him away to a doctor. Just ahead a ladv 
had been fearfully injured. She was carried up 
town. In a little while the confusion cleared 
enouge to allow us to learn that five persons had 
been severely injured by the accident, and one 
or two it was thought might die. They were: 
Miss Shaw, of Laurel; a daughter of Mr. Frey 
barger, of Connersville; a son of Mr. Iloustoti, 
and two others whose names we did not learn. 
Miss Shaw was said yesterday morning to be in 
a critical connition, but the rest were considered 
out of danger.— Indianapolis Jou rnal .
